| Streets of this Cizy are no beter kept in Paving and Clemnting ; And that his Ma- 
© jfly expects that the ſame ſhould for the future be better maintained ; This Court 
did now therelore refolve by all pothible wavs and means, to endeavour a thorough Reformation 
herein: And in regard 1t 15 the Seavengers duty m the Several Iards to fee the Streets 111 their rc- 
{pcctive Precincts well paved and cleanfed ; And allo the Inqze/ts of the ſeveral Wards are to take 
noticc of, and preſcnt all detaules therein ; Ir 1stheretore ordered, That all the Sravenrors within 
this Ciry, and the Foreman ot every Inqueſt, be warned to appear betore this Court on {way 
next, as well to anſwer their Neglect herein tor the time pait, as to be admoniilicd to a morc 
caretul performance of their duty for the tuture; Ir being conceived by this Court, that the 
Streets might be well kept, It the Scavenyers and Ingueſts reſpeEtively pertormied their dutics here- 
in: And theretorc 1t is refolyed, that where any of them ſhall be tound negligent 'or remils, 
they ſhall be ilrictly Proſecured and Pumihel. And it 15 Recommended to the A/dermen of the 
ſeveral Wards, that they take particular care butch with their reſpective 1nquefts rind otherwiſe, 
that the Strects within thor ſeveral Words, be contlantiy and duly kepe clean and well paved 
in all places; And chac all Defaulecrs be without tail bound over tothe Se/rors aid there profe- 
cured forthe fame. And that the Reſpective Abdomen trequently with their 119zefts walk the 
Streets {or this purpole :- Alto that the fail Alermen take Care that ail the Prefcirments Jait made 
ot any ſuch dciaule, in the Streets, bc fortiiwach ctlectually Profccured. And its ordered that the 
Company of Paviors take care that 11 paving the Streets hereateer, the Kennels (tor better con- 
venence of patiage) be made 1ci5 deep than now they are 18 divers places; And the Matter of 
the fad Compiny to appear beture thus Cour, and receive a Charge tor that purpoſe: Andit 
15 ordered, That all Inhabitants within this Czry do altogether {orbear to cal, and rettrain their 
Servants allo trom caſting any Soil into the Streets ; And alfo that they cauſe the Srrect betore 
ther reſpective Houſes, to be trequently ſwepr, always ſweeping trom the Kennel (ro prevent 
choaking the Common Sewers) and gathering up the Dirt ana Soil into heaps, to be the more 
calily carricd away by the Raker. And that all the {aid Inhabitants keep the Streets duly Paved 
bctorc their re{pective Houſes, never raiſing the Street upon avy nc pavement : And whoſo- 
ever thatl by lound laulty or remiſs herein mult cxpe.t ro be Profſccutcd tor the fame at the 
Setlions. 
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
